The committee' appear .to have mada thor- 
lovigh Vbrk'of the task assigned themt,aad- 
uumerpaa transactions are for .the first time 
brought to the light'^hicE^'will tarnish names 
heretofore held irxhigh^esieetn.bioth in (Jan- 
ada and in/Great.Britain.' .'The'.coinmittee 
advise that 'the,".Kest'.legal advice be had at 
once aa' to'tKe proper/prqceedirigs to be -in- 
stituteU''against: the" persons concerned." 
In one case a high official of the.English 
government, -while acting aa trustee, had a 
partnership agreement with the contractor 
by which the pro&t.or lo'ss.'was to beahared 
between them.

SERENADE TO CARL ScHUHi! AND CASSIUS 


II. CLAY.—Last night the German republi- 
can association of this city, accompanied 
by Wagner's brass band and the German 
glee club, gave a serenade to Mr. Schurz 
and Mr. Clay. Having been addressed in 
German by Mr. Bautngras, in behalf of the 
association, Mr, Schurz .thanked them, for 
the compliment paid him. A short time 
since, he said, he belonged to the church 
militant, but now he belonged to the church 
triumphant,.and he did not think.it so im- 
portant to make speeches now as he did 
then. They had achieved a. great victory. 
The south was afraid of war and aggres- 
sion, but their victory, would result in peace 
and not in ' war. 
The republican party 


wonld. not bring war upon them unless they 
introduced it themselves.. He believed in 
republican principles long before the forma- 
tion of the Chicago platform,, and he did 
not think he should relinquish them now. 
Although they had achieved a great victo- 
ry, the battle was not yet .over. There was 
a struggle yet to come. 
There might be a 


time when one section of the country would 
be making .war .upon the other, and the dire, 
necessity might arise.of shedding fraternal 
blood. He hoped it would not. He believ- 
ed that the .country only wanted a little 
time, and. it would soon show that the 
American people did.not.regard^ the.dollar 
.more .than principle.. .He., believed in 
a. little while that .the, country would recov 
er from the shock,; and reign more glorious 
and happily. 


• After one. or two airs from the band, the 
association proceeded to call pn.Cassius M, 
.Clay, at Willard'a Hotel.

Mr. Clay, in a few ^ords, expressed his 


gratification at such a demonstration on 
their part,' but could not make a speech. 
His sympathies, which .he had had for many 
years with the "nationality of their princi- 
ples,-was well known. The .principles of 
.the republican party were the principles of 
freedom'.'. It' waa no objeciion with him 
that a man was born on foreign soil,, but, 
on the contrary, he felt more like calling 
those brethren who had chosen'freedom to 
despotism. 
Their loyalty to the principles 


of liberty demanded that they should be 
represented in the offices "of the nation. 
He regarded Mr. Sehurz, not as.'a foreign 
er, but as hi3 fellow citizen. He hoped the 
administration would niafce this true, and 
in its appointments 1st home or abroad, 
only choose between those'who. prefer lib- 
erty and thoae who .prefer/'despbtism. 
He 


hoped and believed that.this; country would 
remain a united people, and that their'prin- 
ciples would last as long as the flag "which 
they revered.—Washington'"Star,' 14M. " "

A recent letter from Jacksonville, Florida, 


to.a gentleman in New York, says : 


Secession, so rampant when we arrived 


here in December, is clearly in its descend- 
iriguode. The custom house has began to 
collect'duties for the state of Florida, oth- 
erwise there appears on the surface no evi- 
dence of state government. The President's 
inangoral made a little excitement, but even 
that:setjms to have died away. Union men 
are as thick as hops here in Jacksonville, 
though this is the hot-bed of secession in 
east .Florida. One of the principal men in 
tbe-plaee told me to-day that if an election 
were held in the state, two-thirds of the votes 
would be found on the Union side. How- 
ever this may be, I am satisfied by iny own 
observation that the-ferer is dying out very 
rapidly, and unless some speedy stimulant 
be applied; there is great danger of result-, 
ing syoc.ope.'_.,The Union men here scoutlhe 
idea^af any danger to the Union feeling re- 
auliincffrom the reinforcement of ike forts. 
The lines are fast being definitely drawn, 
nod most men are for the one government 
or tte'-other, squarely and implicitly. The 
Union-men publicly avow their sentiments, 
and Ivthink-a little time only is wanted to 
eaable^fhem'to carry all before them in this 
state. 


This is a 'pregnant and significant indi- 


cation of the true state of things in the se- 
ceding states. " The Union men here scout 
the idea of any danger to the Union feeling 
resulting from the reinforcement of the 
forts."1 Why should not the administration 
developeithe Union sentiment at the south 
by an exhibition of a desire and ability to 
protect it, instead of basely surrendering 
to the demands of the secessionists, and 
leaving the loyal men in the seceding states 
to the tender mercies of Jeff.

Official dispatches, received with dates 


from Mexico to the 3d inst., and from Vera 
Cruz to the 8th, says that Mr. La Guente, 
late 'minister for foreign affairs has been 
appointed to France, and Mr. Farias minis- 
ter to Belgium.

City Meeting. 


The meeting last evening to consider the 


repeal of the city charter, was a very qniet 
one. E. A. Howland was chosen chairman 
and Chas. Holt secretary. The following 
report was submitted, which, after some 
brief remarks, was laid on the table on mo 
tion of John P. Hoyt, and the meeting on 
motion of Judge Parker adjourned. 


The committee to whom, was referred the 


subject of taxes in thia city, the compara- 
tive economy of a town or city government 
for this city, and other matters, after giving 
the subjects what examination the time 
and facilities within their reach afforded, 
submit the following report: 


TAXES. 


The total amount levied, the amount col- 


lected, the amount uncollected, and amount 
for school purposes, for each of the several 
years of 1854, 1855,1856,1851,185:8,1859, 
and I860, will appear by the statement 
herewith submitted and marked " A," fur- 
nished by the city clerk. 


This statement shows the large aggre- 


gate of $177,036.54 levied in seven years, 
and a large proportion, viz—$51,206.08, 
has been returned uncollected. A portion 
of this uncollected amount, from 1854 to 
1858 inclusive, was subsequently collected 
by the county treasurer, the precise amount 
of which your committee have been unable 
to ascertain. 
Since 1858, there has been 


collected of. delinquent taxes, .about $1, 
232.36 by the city treasurer. 


There is no doubt but the leirge amount 


of uncollected taxes of 1854 demanded a 
larger levy for 1855, and the amount uncol- 
lected in that year seemed to require an 
augmentation of the levy for the following 
and succeeding years, and thus the evils 
incident to speculation and extravagance 
in this, as in all parts of the country at 
that time, had the inexorable attribute of 
perpetuating itself, though in our own city 
with leas intensity than in many of the 
cities of the west. 


The balance of the unpaid taxes for the 


years 1854, '55, '56 and '57, being declared 
llegal and void by the supreme court, it is 
presumed will never,be collected ; though 
we learn that an effort is being made to 
procure a law for re-assessing those illegal 
taxes on the same property. 


BONDED DEBT. 


The bonded debt of the city for school 


jurposes is, as will appear by the statement 
marked " B," also furnished by the city 
clerk, herewith submitted, $31,000, bearing 
nterest at the rate of 8 per cent, per an- 
num, 
and becoming due daring a series of 


years, the last of which will be in 1872— 
^1,000 due in 1861, and $1,000 in 1862, 
which, after being paid, will require $2,400 
;o be included in the annual tax to pay the 
annual interest on the remaining bonda, 
amounting to $29,000 ; and as no sinking 


'und is provided for their payment aa they 
mature, doubtless they will have to be paid 


direct taxation. 
For the taxes already applied to the 


school buildings, and the above mentioned 
jonds, the city have the high school bnild- 
ng and seven ward school houses, und the 
ample grounds connected with the same— 
a valuable auxiliary to the moral and intel- 
ectual interests of our thriving commu- 
nity. 


FLOATING DEBT. 


This debt includes about $3,500 balance 


due the contractor for Court street bridge ; 
5300 00 interest on coupons, besides seve- 
ral judgments for damages arising from de- 
fective bridges and streets, and outstanding 
orders, the precise amount of which we 
cannot ascertain, but estimated in this 
statement at $1500. There is also one 
udgment of $500 00 for material for High 
School building which is appealed from 
he circuit to the supreme court. 
This 


shows a probable total of a floating debt of 
$5,800. 


CITY PRINTING FOB 
1860. 


The entire expenses for printing and ad- 
ertising, aside from 
the tax lists, was 


5112 75. This includes all the printing 
and notices for grading streets, publishing 
ordinances and orders of the council, proc- 
amations of the mayor, notices of elections, 
.nd printing and advertising by the board 
of education. The expense of advertising 
he list of delinquent taxes, for the year 
860, and th'e list of lands for which appli- 
cation was made to the circuit court for a 
lecree of sale, will not vary $10 from $600. 
These lista are as large as in any previous 
year. It may be added, that the cost of 
advertising delinquent taxes is taxed upon 
he delinquent property and returned to the 
city, when paid, with 25 per cent, interest.

IOMPARATIVE COST OF CITY AND TOWN GOV- 


ERNMENT. 


Your committee have not been able to 


procure from the towns, or any of them, 
sufficient data from which _to make in that 
particular manner, an accurate comparison 
of the actual difference between the ex- 
pense of a town and city government. 


We mav state, however, that while the 


collector of taxes in the towns receives af 
ter the 25th day of December in each year 
by statutory provision, 5 per cent for col 
lecting taxes, our city treasurer- receives 
J of one percent for collecting, and J 
one per cent for disbursing monies collected 
for city purposes. The city thereby saving 
4 per cent. 


We may also, state that neither: Mayor 


nor Aldermen receive any salaries. The 
only salaried officers connected with the 
city government, are the city clerk and city 
attorney with salaries of $300 each. 


If we were to secede, or resolve ourselves 


into a town, organization, it would not pay 
our debts; and the question has been 
mooted whether; the town ,of ; Janesville 
would receive with open arms, or accept at 
all, this portion of her former loyal but 
now truant people, with over. $80,0 00" rail 
•road bonds city debts, and their abac 
lutely necessary existing and prospective

Many salutary reforms have already been 


introduced, such as placing the street ex- 
penses -of each ward under the direct con- 
trol and responsibility of the ward, through 
its aldermen; keeping control of our own 
tax certificates, and various curtailments of 
expenses. In this connection, we will ven- 
ture the suggestion that the amount of re 
turned taxes prior to 1858, now'c'ollected 
and in the hands of the county, should be 
reeoi'ered for the benefit of the city, or at 
least a settlement had'with the county.- 


Your committee are of the opinion that 


the provisions of the city charter prohibit- 
ing any orders to be drawn for any purpos- 
es whatever until the money is in the treas- 
ury to pay the order, should be observed. 
The opposite course involves a loss of about 
25 per cent., which necessarily is added to 
the taxes, thus making them burdensome. 


Let the people demand and require of 


the city authorites a literal observance of the 
ready pay or cash system for alt city expen- 
ses, and thereby save one-fourth of their 
otherwise inevitable expenses.

the part affected, keeping the edges of the. 
glass closely applied to the skin,by coveringit 
with the hand, for the purpose,of keeping 
it in position, as well aa assisting the evap- 
oration of the chloroform.
